I can’t think of anything to 
start with tonight but Samson. 


Just the reason everything else. 


seems to be shut away from me 
at this time is not known. But 
this does not belong to me. It 
is just as necessary for me to 
obey orders as any one else. It 
will be but a short time until 
One greater and stronger than 
Samson will ride triumphantly 
down to this earth and _ take 
complete possession of it. And 
the way everything is going, the 
sooner the better in my juag- 
ment. 


When we take into considera- 
tion the existing conditions in 
every corner of the globe we 
surely think we need One to rule 
and reign that can bring peace 
and quietness, for laws, govern- 
ments, and rulers have all failed 
thus far. Riots, slaughter, 
strikes, and almost all kinds of 
troubles are growing worse al- 
most every day. Can’t tell what 
a day will bring forth. 


Samson lived in a time when 
his country most needed him. 
The children of Israel had done 
evil in the sight of the Lord and 
He had delivered them into the 
hands of the Philistines and 
these enemies were making life 
very miserable for their captors. 
When it seemed they could bear 
it no longer and they cried 
plaintively for deliverance God 
had mercy upon them, as at 
other times, and provided some 
help for them in the person of 
this. noted man. 


Samson ,was the son of 
Manoah, cf the tribe of Dan, a 
deliverer and a judge of the 
southwestern tribes of the He- 
brews for twenty years, during 
the latter part of “the forty 
years” period. His birth was 
miraculously foretold; he was a 
Nazarite from infancy, and the 
strongest of men; and was e- 
qually celebrated for his fearless 
and wonderful exploits, for his 
moral infirmities, and for his 
zragical end. He was not 2, giant 
in size, though of such undaunt- 
ed courage, and his exploits 
were wrought by special di- 
vine aid; the Spirit of 
God came mightily upon him.* 
The providence of God was sig- 
nally displayed in overruling for 
good the hasty passions of Sam- 
son, the cowardice of his friends, 
and the malice of his enemies. 
The sins of Samson brought him 
into great disgrace and misery; 
but grace and faith triumphed in 
the end. His stdry forcibly ‘illus+ 
trates how treacherous and mer 
ciless are sin and sinners, ‘and 
the watchful care of Christ over 
His people in every age. \ 


There is little said about the 
childhood and youth of this 
wonderful man, but one thing 
specially noticeable about him 
and about the first that is given 
in history about him is that‘‘the 
child grew, and the Lord blessed 
him.” The next mention that is 
made of him is that “the Spirit 
of the Lord began to move him 


_ at times in the camp of Dan be- 


. 


tween Zorah and Eshtaol.” The 
Bible does not tell how theSpirit 
affected him or what he did; 
it only shows that the “Spirit of 
the Lord moved him.” 


To us that have the Holy 
Ghost and are moved by the 
same ever blessed Spirit of God 
this is not so strange. Please 
notice that. “the Spirit moved 
him,” not about him or around 
him or in him, but just simply 
“moved him.” Samson was yet 
a young ‘man, but the’ Spirit of 
the Lord “moved. him.” The 
Spirit showed himself strong up- 
on Samson in the killing of the 
lion, and at other times in other 
ways. Hé was not moved by 
the Spirit-all the time, but only 
“at times.” The Spirit does not 
move us all the time, but He 
moves every one “at times” that 
is baptized with the Holy Ghost. 


After a little while Samson’s 
great work commenced. It 
seems very strange that his 
first exploit named was the kill 
ing of a lion. What did this have 
to do with the deliverance of 


enemies? This was done by him 
while the Spirit of thé Lord was 
upon hm mightily. People are 
often amazed at the manifesta- 
tion of the power of God upon 
those who have the Holy Ghost. 
’They do not set what such man- 
ifestations have to do with de- 
livering people from sin. And 
there is the mystery. “The na- 
tural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him.” 
(1 Cor. 2:14.) And we who have 
the Spirit do not always know 
the meaning of the movings of 
the Spirit of God. People some- 
times try to interpret the move- 
ménts of the Holy Ghost. And 
this is all right if the interpreter 
is moved by the same Holy 
Ghost, but if it is only guessing 
or surmising it is liable to lead 
into something hurtful. This we 
must avoid. In some instances 
it has been proven that the so- 
called interpreter was acting and 
speaking from his own knowl- 
edge of things instead of by rev- 
elation or the power of the Spir- 
it. This is deception of the bas- 
est sort. 


TheSpirit of the Lord does not 
deceive. The Spirit did not. de- 
ceive Samson, but his wife de- 
ceived him and drew from him 
the answer to his riddle so her 
people would not have to give 
him the “sheets’‘ and “‘change of 
garments.”. This deception on 
her part finally led to her and 
her father being. burned with 
fire by the Philistines. And one 
that deeeives or misinterprets 
the workings and manifestations 
of the Spirit of God ‘is liable to 
come to some bad end. I tell 
iyou, dear ones, that we need to 
walk very softly and carefully in 
these days of the Holy Ghost. 
‘Remember that right interpreta- 
tions are edifying and beneficial, 
but wrong interpretations lead 
to a bad end. -: 


And this is true also of the 





Israel out of the hands of their 





Scripture. The Holy Ghost 
moved and inspired the writing 
of the’ Bible and it takes the 
same Holy Ghost to give the 
proper meaning and reveal the 
dark sayings. Here is the cause 
of so many crosses and divisions. 
People interpret the Holy Scrip- 
tures with their natural mind 
and the natural mind knoweth 
not the things of the Spirit of 
God. As a result of these false 
interpretations of Scripture the 
people are divided. One says a 
certain passage means one thing 
and another another etc. Thus 
they become divided. This is 
sad! Yea, it is real serious to 
think that. men of intelligence, 
and that claim to have the same 
Spirit of the Lord are so wide 
apart when it comes to Bible 
teaching and Spiritual things. 
Please, beloved, let us not be 
deceivers and misinterpret the 
movings of the Holy Ghost or 
the sacred Scriptures. But let 
us give the Spirit a chance to in- 
terpret His own manifestations 
and His own writings. 


In writing about tongues and 
interpretations Paul says, “Let 
him that speaketh in an wun 
known tongue pray that he 
may interpret.” This signifies 
that it is expected that God an- 
swer the prayer and give the 
interpretation. This then is to be 
given by the power of the Spirit 
the same as the manifestation. 
If it is not given by the power of 
the Spirit it had better not be 
given at all. If it is, then it will 
prove good. 


I have often thought of Sam- 
son being imposed upon by his 
own bosom companion and de- 
ceived. For a husband or wife 
to betray the other is indeed a 
serious thing. None should be 
truer to one another than hus- 
band and wife. None ought to be 
nobler. I admit that Paul says 
there shall be trucebreakers and 
traitors in the last days, but he 
does not say it is right. In fact, 
he shows the evils that shall ex- 
ist in the last days, and mentions 
traitors and trucebreakers along 
with the other evils. But itis a 
shame and very sad indeed for 
trouble to come up between hus- 
band and wife. And it is also 
sad for troubles to come up be- 
tween members of the Church. 
Such should not be entertained 
or encouraged. While the awful 
spirit of unrest and crossfiring is 
in the world as it is today we 
should force ourselves to bear 
long with one another, and love 
deeper and stronger than we ev- 
er hoped we could. 


Samson lost his wager be- 
cause his wife was untrue to 
him. She was intimidated by 
others that made her do this, 
and thus a chain of circum- 
stances was forged which sur- 
rounded many and brought them 
into the net. ‘Of all other times 
this is certainly one that wil 


bring about all.the trouble pos- 


sible. The world is trembling 
and rocking to and fro. No one 
knows what is going to come 
next, but,the saints of God 
should brace up and refuse to 
allow the spirit that is in the 
world to fasten itself upon them 
and influence them. 

There was trouble. between 
the Philistines and Samson all 
his days. When the Spirit of the 
Lord came upon. him he always

He was just one man 
and the Philistines numbered in 
the thousands, but he slew them 
at times so fast that they were 
never able to take him. But at 
last he was enticed by a woman 
to tell her wherin his strength 
lay and she took advantage of 
him while he slept and had his 
When he awoke, 
behold, his strength was gone. 
He shook himself and tried to 
regain it, but it was too late. The 
Philistines took him and put out 
his eyes and made him grind 
in the prison house. 


Here is a sad picture. Men 
who have had great power with 
the Lord and swayed the great 
congregations with their elo- 
quent sermons have given way 
to evil, lost their power and to: 
day are groping their way in 
darkness and sin. How can this 
be? Why should they submit to 
the allurements of Satan and en- 
ter the paths of sin again, from 
which they once escaped? Sure- 
ly hell is reaching up and throw- 
ing her deadly poison upon some 
yf the very best of men and sap- 
ping their manliness from them 
until they are shorn of their 
strength similar to poor pitiful 
Samson. 


It never would have seemed so 
bad for Samson if he had never 
been strong. And it would not 
seem so bad if men we know 
had never had such faith and 
power that has been displayed. 
Oh, these are awful days! It 
makes me shudder! I draw a 
little closer to my Lord! I must 
be sheltered under His wing. I 
must have His help and protec- 
tion. O God, do not let me go! I 
call upon thee for help! I am un- 
safe without Th” strength to 
make me strong to stand steady 
in. these awful days! 

I suppose Samson wished a 
thousand times after his eyes 
were put out that they had never 
looked upon that woman ‘that 
sold him to his enemies. He 
seemed to think he could play 
any kind of a game and still the 
Lord would give him strength. 
He let her bind him with green 
withes and he broke them; she 
bound him with new ropes and 
he broke them; she wove the 
locks of his long beautiful hair 


in the web and he went off with | 


the pin, beam and all and still 
the Philistines did not get him. 
At last, as if he concluded noth- 
ing could take away his strength 
he told her about shaving off 
his hair. So off it came while he 
was asleep on her lap and when 
he awoke (came to himself) he 
went out and shook around and 
tried to get his strength, but it 
was too late. It was all gone. 
That last step proved fatal. He 
was rushed off by his enemies 
and they had full posession of 
him. 

It was little by little that he 
yielded. He should have boldly 
walked away from the woman 
like a man! He thought he could 
stay with her and still retain his 
strength. But he'failed! Do you 
see the picture?’ Too many men 
have been too self confident. 
They have played around where 


\intend to yield, but, like Samson, 
they did yield at last. Lost their 


manhood! Lost their spiritual 
strength! They were rushed off 
into the power of the devil and 
his imps! Gone! Gone! 


Brother, stay where ‘you be- 
long. Sister, be sure you stay in 
your place. Remember Lot’s 
wife. Remember Delilah and 
Samson. There is an advice giv- 
en on page forty eight of the 
last Assembly minutes that 
reads thus: ‘Never form too 
close an intimacy with the oppo- 
site sex even if they are your 
brothers and sisters in the Lord. 
Give no place to the adversary. 
Abstain from the very appeat- 
ance of evil.”’This advice surely 
needs to be heeded now while 
this awful pressure of Satan is 
on. Keep close to Jesus and 
have Him for your ever present 
companion, and never do, say, 
or think anything you would not 
want Him to know. Do not play 
and sleep along like Samson did 
and at last wake up and find 
your spirituality gone. Remem- 
ber that the power of God will 
aid any one under certain con- 
ditions, but you must not trifle 
with this power.

Samson did 
first thing you know you will 
have no faith and it will be 
largely because you failed to o- 
bey in heeding admonitions or 
advices , or the wooings of the 
Spirit or the plain written Word 
of God.
